Le the new Yugoslav tank which appeared in the May Nay parade in 
25X1X Belgrade as the tank production is very Limited 
and could not have an effect on the combat strength of the army. 


8. The production of tractors is in the initial stage, In fact, even the 
repair of tractors is almost non-existent because of the lack of spare 
parts. 


9. There is a repair shop for tanksand tractors in Nladenovac. It is located 
on the left side of the railroad line leading from Mladenovac to S3elgrade. 
During the war the Germans began the construction of such a shop on this 
location. 


10, At the big electric power center in Fala, near Maribor, no new machinery has 
been acquired, and that it has not been expanded. 


ll. The electric power plant in Kostolac is not yet operating. In August 195u 
two Yugoslav engineers were in Germany for the purpose of purchasing two 
generators of 10,000 K.W. capacity. 

12. “etween Stara Pazova and Nova Pazova a new airfield has been constructed. The 
runway is 6 kilometers long and there are an unspecified number of sheltered 
and camouflaged plane stalls.
